Suicide bomb squad 
caught } in 5.

Security forces have succeed- 
ed in uncovering the Shiite ter- 
ror squad responsible for 
Wednesday's suicide car bomb 
attack near Metulla, which 
claimed the life of eight Israeli 
soldiers, the IDF announced last 
night. 

Seren Motti Steier, 21, of Kiryat 
Ono, critically wounded in the car 
bomb attack, died in Rambam Hos- 
pital yesterday without having re- 
gained consciousness. His death 
brought to eight the number of IDF 
soldiers killed in the incident. His 
funeral will be held today at 3 p.m.

Another one of the wounded be- 
ing treated in the hospital was still in 
cfitical condition yesterday. A third 
was described as “still serious,” and 
a fourth man who was sli 
wounded is expected to be released 
this week. 

The announcement of the capture 
of those responsible for the blast 
followed the detention and interro- 
gation in recent days by South Leba- 
non Army troops of some 50 Leba- 
nese suspected of aiding the

in which nine people were believed 
killed and dozens wounded.

Carlucci: Tsrael lobby cost | Eskimos, copter struggle to save trapped whales

WASHINGTON - Defence Secre- 
tary Frank Carlucct has publicly 
complained about the pro-Israel 
lobby’s efforts in Congress to kill 
arms sales to Arab countries. 

“In ‘a'speech’ Friday before a meet- 
ing of the American-Arab Council 
in Hantington, Virginia, Carlucci 
said that the U.S., as a result, has 
lost billions of dollars of sales, in- 
cluding thousands of jobs. 

“Various ‘interest groups and 
many in Congress bave sought to 
impede virtually every administra- 
tion initiative to provide reasonable 


- and responsible military assistance 


to our Arab friends,” Carlucci said. 
. “The notion that U.S. defence co- 
operation with moderate Arab 
States poses a danger to Israel is ill- 
founded and untrue. I see tens of 
billions of dollars worth of jobs go- 
ing abroad instead of sustaining our 
key defence industries and bolster- 
ing the U.S. economy.” 

The defence secretary, like other 
US. officials, was deeply angered 
by Saudi Arabia’s recent decision to

weapons deal with Britain. In ex- 
plaining their tum to Britain, the 
Saudis complained about the strong 
opposition” to U.S. sales coming 
from IsraeI's supporters in Congress 
over the years. 

Carlucci is due to embark on a 
visit next month to several Middle 
Eastern countries. He is due to ar- 
rive in Israel on November 2. 

In that connection, he had a pri- 
vate dinner with the Israeli ambassa- 
dor in Washington, Moshe Arad. on 
Friday evening.

BARROW, Alaska (AFP)—One of 
three gray whales trapped in Arctic 
ice near here bas disappeared and 
was presumed dead, a biologist 
working to free the mammals said 
yesterday. 

The biologist, Geoff Carroll said 
that he and other i bisiogsts had giv- 
en up pe that the mammal, nick- 
named Bone, would Tejoin the 
others. - 

Bone and fellow whales Cross- 
beak and Bonnet became trapped in 
unseasonably thick ice more than 
two weeks ago during their annual 
migration southward. 


Biologists named the missing 
whale Bone because jagged ice 
around a breathing hole bad rubbed 
his snout down to the bone. That 
may have led to his deatb, according 
to biologist Craig George. 

About two dozen Eskimos hel 
the whales approach open water Fri- 
day by boring a series of 24 breath- 
ing holes in the ice away from the 
main hole they had been using: The 
new opening measure roughly about 
three by nine metres. 

“The whales have made it all the 
way to the 24th hole,” said Colonel 
Tom Carroll, commander of the 


-Alaska National Guard's part of the 


rescue effort. “I’m not sure how 
they did it, but leave it to Eskimo 
ingenuity." 

Meanwhile, a huge CH-54 Sky- 
crane helicopter with a five-ton 
wrecking block hanging at the end 
of a line was working towards the 
whales, breaking the ice from the- 
direction of the open water. 

Guard spokesman Wade Palmer 
explained that the helicopter hovers 
about six metres above the ice and 
and drops the concrete block on the 
ice, breaking it on the second or 
third try.

Tehiya, Kach 
fight over 
Mahane Yehuda

Violence flared between Kach and 
Tehiya supporters in ‘a territorial 
dispute” over Mahane Yehuda mar- 
ket Friday as Tehiya’s MK Geula 
Cohen, surrounded by national and 
party flags and by some 30 young 
and vocal supporters,visited one of 
Kach’s prime territories. 

Some passersby called her an 
“oriental princess”, while Cohen 
kissed and hugged supporters and 
shook hands to the sound of violins 
and the Tehiya’s recorded jingle. 
“In Jerusalem I feel the true pulse of 
the people who have more common 
sense than their leaders,” she said. 


Some of her supporters ap- 
proached a nearby stand of the Citi- 
zens’ Rights Movement, shouting, 
cursing and calling CRM activists 
“dirty traitors " and “Hussein and 
PLO supporters." CRM, activists, 
trying to protect their stand amidst 
the pushing and threatening crowd, 
admitted they were frightened. . 


But violence increased when Te- 
hiya supporters came into contact 
with Kach supporters, who disputed 
the territorial claims of Tehiya to 
the Mahane Yehuda market. “Get 
out of our territory, traitors!” shout- 
ed Kach supporters, still reeling 
from Tehiya’s support for the ban- 
ning of their party from the election. 

The angry Kach supporters physi- 
cally attacked a photographer of the 
Italian magazine Epoca who was 
trying to photograph the national 
flag Tehiya activists were carrying. 
They cried, “burn the flag!" 

When challenged by Moledet sup- 
porters to state her opinions on 
transfer, Cohen said that Tehiya 
supports emigration of Arabs “with- 
out spelling it out in so many 
words.” When Cohen explained 
that only those Arabs “who want to 
throw us out of here” will be thrown 
out of the country, people in the 
crowd responded with disapoint- 
ment. “Not even you wili kick the 
Ambs out of here," and they went 
on shouting. “Arabs out!"

More than 600 Jewish voters 
who had been interviewed in June 
and August were re-interviewed last 
week in an effort to discover wheth- 
er their attitudes had changed dur- 
ing the course of the election 
campaign.

dents broke the months-old tie be- 
tween the two major parties, and 
gives Labour a slight lead. 

Even if part of this lead is due to 
sampling error -- more Labour vot- 
ers than Likud voters seem to have 
been at bome when we calied -- the 
fact is that we were talking to the 
very same individuals whose June or 
August opinions (Time One) can be 
compared with what they now think 
in mid-October (Time Two). 
Among them there is an advantage 
for Labour, or, more exactly, a drop 
in support for Likud. 

Labour almost held its own from 
Time One to Time Two, while Likud 
clearly dropped. Although the saf- 
est bet remains an even split, for the 
first time we are seeing a possible

Considering all the hoopla and 
horror that accompanied the Peres- 
Hussein interviews on American 
television, it was surprising last 
night that Labour didn’t show the 
eight minutes of Hussein and the six 
minutes of Peres.

‘Don’t vote Likud.’ 
Kahane urges rally

If democracy won't let people 
vote for the party they want, then 
“the people will rise up without de- 
mocracy,” Rabbi Meir Kahane said 
last night at a rally in Jerusalem. He 
predicted that his party would win 
30 Knesset seats in the election after 
the current one if small changes are 
made to the party platform to per- 
mit it to qualify for the race. 

A crowd of 500-1,000 people 
gathered in the park near the Ha- 
mashbir department store down- 
town for the first major Kach rally 
since the Supreme Court upheld the 
disqualification of Kahane's party in 
the upcoming Knesset elections. 

Wearing yellow and black Kach 
T-shirts and waving similar flags, 
young Kahane supporters chanted 
“Kahane, King Of Israel,” and 
“Death to Arabs,” and even “Death 
to the Likud.” i 

Traffic on King George and Jaffa 
Streets was disrupted temporarily 
when the rally dispersed and several 
hundred supporters marched with- 
out a permit down King Ge 
Street towards Kikar Shabbat in 
Mea She“arim. Police tried to direct 
them onto the sidewalk but to no 
avail. Police officials said they did 
ποῖ regard the event as a serious 
offence. “I view this as a dispersal of 
People after a big event,” one senior 
Police officer said. “If they had 
stood at the intersection and 
blocked traffic that would be a dif- 
ferent matter entirely." 

At the rally Kahane urged his fol- 
lowers not to vote in the elections at 
all. “Don't forget what the Likud 
did to you; don’t vote Likud.” 

Kahane predicted that the next 
government formed would not last 
very long and then “with a little 
change here and there [in the Kach 
platform], we'll take 30 mandates." 

Kahane was indignant about the 
way the Supreme Court labelled him 
a racist. “You want to know what 
racism is? It's what the leftists did to 
the edot hamizrach (Oriental Jews) 
— that’s racism.”

The economic toll of occupation 


CONSIDERING the amount of at- 
tention focused on the peace issue 
during the election campaign. it is 
remarkable how rarely the econom- 
ic aspects of the issue are discussed. 
Part of the answer, no doubt. lies in 
the non-participation of the coun- 
try's business community in the 
peace/security debate. 

To be sure, the dilemma of our 
continued occupation of the West 
Bank and Gaza is not primarily a 
question of economics, but rather 
one of security and rights. For some 
Israelis - on both extremes of the 
political spectrum - financial con- 
cers are irrelevant to the question 
of whether we should stay put or 
pull up our tents in Judea and Sa- 
maria. Yet most rational citizens 
should be demanding serious exami- 
nation of the question of what politi- 
cal solution makes the most eco- 
nomic sense, given the far-reaching 
economic implications of occupa- 
tion and peace. 

Evidence abounds that the price 
tag of our continued West Bank en- 
deavour is constantly being revised -- 
upwards. Whatever toll the intifada 
has exacted from Palestinians, it has 
also cost the Israeli economy mil- 
lions in increased police and military 
outlays, foregone direct and indirect 
revenues from tourism, and lost pro- 
ductivity as the result of longer re- 
serve duty requirements. Some for-

eign investors, perceiving an 
increased political and security risk, 
are less inclined to put their money 
in Israel-based ventures. In an era of 
government spending cuts, the allo- 
cation of shekels to promote the 
Jewish presence in the West Bank 
necessarily entails postponement of 
goals within Lesser Israel. 

It is at least arguable that a politi- 
cal settlement in the areas would 
bring in its wake an improvement.in 
some or all of these spheres. On a 
more grandiose, if less immediately 
relevant level, one can cite the aspi- 
rations for a Middle Eastern Eco- 
nomic Community of sorts that 
might ultimately emerge from a po- 
litical arrangement.

May I point out that the “million- 
aires’ conference” as it was popular- 
ly known, or the First Economic 
Conference, 1968, as it was officially 
named. was initiated and organized 
by and under the direction of the 
Prime Minister, the late Levi Eshkol 
and not by the late Pinhas Sapir. 
The original and paramount pur- 
pose of the conference was not to 
raise funds, but to gather prominent 
Jewish business leaders from all 
over the world and involve them in 
Israel's economy, through know- 
how, marketing, technology, joint 
ventures, etc. Eight professional 
committees were established, a 
fundraising one being conspicuously 
and purposely missing. 

Tt was only at the last stage of the 
preparatory work at a meeting of 
the joint session of the Ministers" 
Committee and the Preparatory 
Committee that Finance Minister 
Sapir urged that funds be raised, a 
proposal objected to by both Prime 
Minister Eshkol and Minister of 
Trade and Industry, the late Ze'ev 
Sharef. 


As always. Eshkol found a com- 
promise: the bankers invited to at- 


tend the conference would be orga- 
nized in an additional committee 
called the bankers’ committee, later 
known as the finance and invest- 
ment committee, and where setting 
up a new investment company, ‘as 
proposed by Sapir, could be dis- 
cussed. Mr. Eisenberg was a mem- 
ber of this committee which pro- 
posed setting up the Israel 
Corporation. The members of the 
committee, financial and banking 
institutions in Israel and abroad 
were invited to subscribe each at 


Jeast $250,000. The response was - 


not over-enthusiastic. Moreover, al- 
ready at the first Founders’ meeting 
a dispute arose about the appoint- 
ment of general manager. Two can- 
didates were presented, each one 
supported by a different Minister. 
After the second meeting which 
dealt with this matter, Sir Siegmund 
Warburg said to me that he did not 
intend to waste his time on these 
meetings and withdrew from active 
participation in the affairs of the 
israel Corporation. ᾿ 

Let us hope that the Israel Corpo- 
ration, which started off on the 
wrong foot, will in future enjoy the 
leadership and successes of ὅπου! 
Eisenberg and his group of

ABSORPTION PROBLEMS 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, - As of Thursday morning, 
olim around the country and ‘poten- 
tial olim abroad are to understand 
the following: After six months of 
uncertainty and confusion in a rap- 
idly deteriorating absorption sys- 
tem, there now exists an unsigned 
draft of a possible agreement to 
transfer absorption services from 
the Jewish Agency to the govern- 
ment, in 18 months. This is less than 
reassuring. 

In Israel, an agreement for 18 
months hence, two weeks before an 
election, is like πὸ agreement at all. 
Moreover, the terms of the agree- 
ment are shrouded in unclarity and 
contradictions. We are particularly 
concerned about the lack of provi- 
sion for interim arrangements. The 
olim organizations are united in the 
demand that the absorption centres 
Temain open and be restored imme- 
diately to a decent level of function- 
ing. If the Aliya Department of the 
Jewish Agency is to retain responsi- 
bility for the administration of ab- 


sorption centres during this period, 
that department must be supported 
by the Board of Govemors. This 
would seem to require an immediate 


budget increase to enable the Aliya - Ε 


Department to rehabilitate its de- 
pieted services. 
_ The Council of Olim Organiza- 
tions is comprised of activists from 
16 organizations, representing olim 
from 40 countries. While we ac- 
knowledge the good intentions of 
both the Jewish Agency and the Ab- 
sorption Ministry, we are the most 
qualified body in the country to 
grapple with the concrete issues con- 
fronting present and future. We in- 
sist that our representatives be in- 
cluded in the nuts-and-bolts 
planning of both interim and long- 
term delivery of absorption services.

MANAGUA, Nicaragua (AP) -- 
Hurricane Joan slammed into Nica- 
Tagua and Costa Rica yesterday with 
200-kph winds and blinding rain, 
tearing off roofs, causing blackouts 
and forcing thousands of people on 
the Caribbean coast to flee inland.

“Our relations with Bankers 
‘Trust continue to be excellent, and 
they have just successfully managed 
a banking consortium that raised 
$18 million for us,” Dovrat told The

Dovrat said he was perturbed by 
the “hysteria” surrounding the 
Koor affair, and especially by the 
attacks that have been made on 
Bankers Trust in‘ that connection.

While refusing to comment on the 
Koor crisis as such, Dovrat went out 
of his way to talk about Bankers 
Trust, and Clal's positive relations 
with it: “We have been working 
with Bankers for five or six years, 
and they are one of our main foreign 
banks. Every year we raise capital 
on the Euromarkets, and they have 
managed several consortia for us.” 

“In this latest loan, which was for 
Clal Industries, Bankers put togeth- 
er ἃ consortium consisting of 10 Eu- 

banks. The ἴ was to 
raise $15m. for five years, at Libor 
plus 1% -- the same operation that 
we carried out last year,” Dovrat 
said. 

“However, the demand for par- 
ticipation was large enough to cause 


an over-subscription, so we in- 
creased the size of the loan to $18m. 
It was signed and finalized [last] 
Monday in London.” 

Bankers: was represented at the 
signing ceremony by Vice President 
Brian Simblist, who has been pri- 
marily responsible for building up 
the bank’s Israeli corporate business 
in recent years. Clal's deputy man- 
aging director Shaul Kubrinski rep- 
resented the borrowers. 

The interest rate on this loan, of 
Libor +1%, while high when com- 
pared with that obtainable by non- 
Israeli borrowers, is low by the stan- 
dards applied to Israeli companies 
with access to the international mar- 
kets, and reflects Clal's strong repu- 
‘tation within the Israeli economy. It 
is unsecured by any specific charge, 
and is guaranteed by Clal Israel, the 
borrowing company's parent corpo- 
ration. 


Belgians plan | OHH council to pick new 
Leumi board tomorrow

ANTWERP, Belgium (Reuter) — 
Belgium's diamond merchants 
Thursday unveiled cost-cutting 
plans designed to keep one of the 
world's premier gem traders ahead 
of competitors from low-wage coun- 
tries, 

Diamond High Council Director- 
General Marc van den Abeelen 
urged Belgium's new left-of-centre 
government to support the industry, 
which is recovering from years of 
depressed prices. 

“We're over the worst of our cri- 
sis. It was terrible ... But we're do- 
ing our part," van den Abeelen said. 
“We don't expect miracles, but we 
do want government support to help 
assure the future.” 

The industry wants lower social 
security payments for employees, 
more funding for research into high 
tech automated equipment for pro- 
cessing stones and changes in the 
law to allow shift work. It also wants 
government support in dealings with 
rough-diamond suppliers and guar- 
antees that the freeing of the Euro- 
pean Community's internal market 
in 1992 will not worsen the indus- 
try’s tax position. 

Van den Abeelen said manufac- 
turers would have to invest more in 
automation and cut jobs to stay 
competitive at the top end of the 
wholesale market and that unions 
would have to concede flexible 
working hours.

Suhami to talk -

Suhami 
recently notified the authority 
that he was willing to give his 
version of the events that pre- 
ceded Eiscint’s sudden near- 
collapse in 1985. 

The authority has been in- 
vestigating possible violations 
of securities law by Suhami or 
other former Elscint execu- 
tives. 

Petroleum probe 


TEL AVIV - Annand Ham- 
mer's Occidental Petroleum 
Co. and Israel's Hanal compa- 
ny will begin drilling for oil in 
the coming months — Occiden- 
tal in the offshore area between 
Ashdod and Tel Aviv, and 
Hanal in the Dead Sea, Energy 
Minister Moshe Shahal said 
Thursday at a press conference 
called to present the geological 
analysis of Israel's oil potential. 

The study revealed especial- 
ly encouraging evidence of oil 
in the Helez bloc, which ex- 
tends 40 kilometres offshore 
and 10 kilometres inland be- 
tween Netanya and the Gaza 
Strip, and in the Dead Sea 
area. 

Zfania Cohen, who headed 
the study, said the oil there ap- 
parently lies at depths accessi- 
ble for drilling. “The question 
is whether the deposits are 
large enough to make drilling 
commercially viable," he said.

Family says he was beaten 


IDF: Prisoner found 
dead was suicide

A Palestinian prisoner found 
dead in his cell Friday at the Dha- 
hariya military jail, south of He 
bron, committed suicide, the IDF 
said, but his family charged that his 
body bore signs indicating he had 
been beaten to death. 

Ibrahim Matur, 32, of Sa’ir, near 
Hebron, was arrested on July 22 and 
was charged with torching an Egged 
bus on March 26. after its driver 
blundered into Sa'ir and was severe- 
ly beaten by a mob. 

Matur, a father of four and a res- 
taurant owner in Bethlehem, had 
been charged at the Hebron military 
court, and held pending conclusion 
of legal proceedings. 

Matur's relatives said he had been 
held at a military detention facility 
at Bitunia. near Ramallah, and they 
were unaware he had been trans- 
ferred to Dhabariya. In their last 
meeting with Matur on October 13, 
he expressed fears for his safety fol- 
lowing an argument with a prison 
officer, they said. 

An IDF statement said that “an 
initial investigation clarified that the 
prisoner had committed suicide. A 
Military Police investigation into the 
circumstances of the death has be- 
gun.” Military sources refused to 
divulge further details. 

According to Matur’s family, he 
had seven stitches behind one ear, 
bruises on the head, and fractures in 
a hand and in both feet. The army 
permitted only a small group of im- 
mediate relatives to participate in 
the burial, but a large memorial pro- 
cession was held yesterday in Sa’ir. 

Matur was the third Palestinian 
prisoner whose death has been at- 
tributed to suicide during the 
uprising. 

In another development, villagers 
at Yatta charged that two local 
youths killed in a clash in the village 
on Octaber 9 were deliberately shot. 
According to villagers’ accounts, 
Fadel Najjar and Kamal al-Sari 
were wanted local Shabiba activists. 
Villagers said that armed men in a 


vi 


sprayed them with bullets. 

. The EDF spokesman denied that 
the army assassinates wanted men. 
Defence Minister Rabin confirmed 
last week that the IDF sometimes 
commandeers local vehicles for use 
in breaking up disturbances, but 
said the action is legal under inter- 
national law. 

In Hebron Friday, a bottle of acid 
was thrown at Jewish youths return- 
ing from prayers at the Cave of the 
Patriarchs, and two were slightly 
hurt. A suspect has been arrested. 

In other incidents over the week- 
end in the territories, at least 25 
Palestinians were wounded, 22 in 
the Gaza Strip, according to hospital 
officials and Palestinian sources. 

Curfews were clamped on the Nu- 
seirat and Jabalya refugee camps, 
and the Sabra neighborhood in 
Gaza. There were clashes in Rafah, 
the Shati camp. Deir al-Balah, and 
Khan Yunis, where a 13 year-old 
girl was wounded. 

In the West Bank, troops wound- 
ed two persons in Nablus clashes 
and a third was wounded in Ramai- 
lah. A teenager was wounded dur- 
ing an IDF raid on Salfit, the third 
raid in three days. 

Palestinian sources said the 
mukhtar of Zawiya near Tulkarm 
was attacked for the second time 
Thursday night by Arab assailants, 
and alerted soldiers by firing his Is- 
raeli-issued pistol in the air. 

At Tamun, north of Nablus, 1,000 
persons attended a pro-PLO rally 
Friday, Palestinian sources said. 
They carried Palestinian flags and 
heard speeches in support of Yasser 
Arafat. It was the first report of such 
arally in a Palestinian village during 
the uprising. 

In East Jerusalem yesterday, a 
petrol bomb thrown at an Israeli 
vehicle exploded hammlessly. Al- 
Hakawati theatre officials’ said po- 
lice broke open the doors when a 
guard demanded a search warrant. 
A police spokesman had no immedi- 
ate explanation for the raid. 


State Department: ‘Baloney’ 


Iranian professor denies 
Nation report on role in talks . 


WASHINGTON (AP) -- An Irani- 
an-born professor living in the U.S. 
on Friday described as “absolutely 
false” an Israeli newspaper report 
that claimed he served as a mediator 
in secret U.S.-Iranian talks. 

R.K. Ramazani, a political sci- 
ence professor for 36 years at the 
University of Virginia, said he was 
particularly disturbed by the report 


that mentioned his school. 


“Those key paragraphs are abso- 
futely false," Ramazani said. refer- 
ring to a story in The Nation, an 
English-language newspaper that 
began publishing last month. 

State Department spokesman 
Charles Redman also has criticized 
the reports, saying the publication 
prints a “steady diet of baloney.” 

In an unattributed report pub- 
lished October 7. the paper claimed 
the U.S. government had agreed to 
pay $7 million in ransom to pro- 
Iranian Lebanese Shi'ite Moslem 
extremists holding U.S. hostages in 
Lebanon. 


Both Secretary of State George 
Shultz and Iranian Foreign Minister 
Akbar Velayati have denied that the 
two countries have opened talks on 
the hostages or other subjects. 

Ramazani said in a telephone in- 
terview that an October 12 story in 
the ae χὰ claimed the profes- 
sor visited Teberan in the weeks be- 
fore Iraq and Iran accepted a cease- 
fire in August to end their war. 

The paper, quoting unidentified 
sources, said Ramazani played an

In Beirut, Shiite kidnappers hold- 
ing at least two American hostages 
threatened to punish them to avenge 
the air attacks. The threat came in a 
typewritten statement in Arabic 
signed by Islamic Jihad. the pro- 
Iranian faction holding American 
joumalist Terry A. Anderson and 
educator Thomas Sutherland. 

In Washington, the U.S. State 
Department issued a cautious reac- 
tion to the airstrikes by urging re- 
straint “on both sides.”

The Prime Minister's Office pre- 
dicted that Arab leaders will make 
further so-called “dramatic ges- 
tures” in the ten days before the 
elections.

Peres himself said that the 
Aqaba summit, as well as Hussein's 
interview provide proof of the con- 
tinued existence of the Jordanian 
option, and a new chance for the 
peace process.

lubarak strategy, the analysts say, 
is based on the assumption that the 
PNC will decide that the exact bor- 
ders of the intended Palestinian 
state shall be determined in an inter- 
national conference. And the only 
way to reach that conference, he is 
telling Arafat, is via the Jordanian- 
Palestinian delegation. 

The U.S and Soviet Union are 
united in their wish in seeing the 
PLO make moves which would en- 
able it to participate in an interna- 
tional conference. But they have di- 
vergent objectives when it comes to 
the form of PLO participation. The 
U.S., analysts say, hope that a deci- 
sion to take part in negotiations will 
tear the PLO apart, leaving the 
mainstream and relatively moderate 
Fatah as the Palestinian negotiator. 
The Soviets, on the other hand, 
want a united PLO to enter 
negotiations. ᾿
